to a renewal of the present law which sharply 
restricts the incoming of aliens 
TheUnitcd States has admitted a great multitude who 
were poorly qualified to become American citizens 
who 
have herded in the great cities and constituted centers of 
disturbance 
The lines should be closer drawn in future 
or the character of the couutry will undergo a radical 
change 
The test of the war period showed up too many hyphen ¬ 
ated Americans 
The danger of disloyalty has pessed for 
the present 
But aliens who do not grasp American ideas 
who can not read newspapers printed in English who can 
not understand addresses given in our own language are 
always a source of peril 
They frequently follow politi- 
cal 


¬ 
demogogs and visionary radicals and create a lack 
of unity and cooperation among the people 
The United States needs to assimilate the alien groups 
it now has before taking in many more of these people
